William Morris to call the hear­ 
ing, contend that premium rate 
increases filed last November 
are excessive and should be re­ 
scinded by the state. 
T. Grayson Maddrea, an ac­ 
countant from Richmond, Va., 
testified Wednesday that Ohio 
insurance 
firms 
could 
reduce 
the eost of their bodily injury 
coverage by 4.5 per cent be 
cause of substantial investment 
profits which the firms do not 
report as part of their income. 
Maddre^, in response to ques­ 
tioning by a union attorney, said 
the insurance firms also use an 
accounting procedure which “ es-; 
timates premium profits as con­ 
secutively as possible.” 
Representatives of two rate- 
fixing agencies, which filed new 
rates for some of Ohio’s insur­ 
ance firms last November, de­ 
fended 
the 
increases, 
whieh 
amount to 13.5 per cent on liabil­ 
ity coverage and 11.5 on com- 
prehensive-collision.

CIA Finances Strictly Secret 


WASHINGTON ( A P ) — Mul­ 


timillion 
dollar 
subsidy 
pay­ 


ments by the Central 
Intelli­ 
gence Agency can escape notice 
for years — perhaps forever — 
because CIA makes no public 
accounting. 
Only a handful of people in­ 
side or outside the huge spy 
agency knows how much CIA 
spends or what it spends it for. 


So far as the federal budget is 
concerned, CIA sems scarcely 
to exit. The hulky and infinitely 
detailed budget volumes don’t 
mention it at all except when 
CIA erects a building. Then the 
construction cost is given, and 
no more. 


C IA ’s payroll and payments 
are concealed in the budgets of 


other agencies — primarily that 
of 
the 
Defense 
Department, 
where hundred millions here ar 
there are not too visible. 
C IA ’s payments — covering 
such subsidies as the controver­ 
sial ones for the National Stu­ 
dent 
Association 
and 
other 
youth groups — look just like 
any other checks issued by the 
United 
States 
treasury. 
No 
agency name is mentioned. 
In the youth group’s ease, the 
checks went to foundations as 
intermediaries. The foundations 
paid the NSA and other organi­ 
zations. 
Among the thousands of fed­ 
eral grants, loans and contract 
payments Ordered to colleges, 
foundations and educational or­ 
ganizations by federal agencies, 


those relayed to NSA by the CIA 
were unlikely to attract atten­ 
tion even though made regular­ 
ly for more than a decade. 
And in government or Con­ 
gress, payments marked “ edu­ 
cation” or "student exchange” 
or any 
similarly 
bland 
label 
would be unlikely to provoke 
questions. 
A budget bureau spokesman 
noted 
that CIA 
goes through 
almost exactly the same pro­ 
cess as any other agency in 
presenting, defending aud justi­ 
fying its annual budget request.

Intelli­ 
gence Agency can escape notice 
for years — perhaps forever — 
because CIA m akes no public 
accounting. 
Only a handful of people in­ 
side or outside the huge spy 
agency knows how m uch CIA 
spends or what it spends it for. 


So far as the federal budget is 
concerned. CIA sem s scarcely 
to exit. The hulky and infinitely 
detailed budget volumes don’t 
mention it at all except when 
CIA erects a building. Then the 
construction cost is given, and 
no more. 


CIA’s payroll and p aym ents 
are concealed in the budgets of 


other agencies — prim arily th at 
of 
the 
Defense 
D epartm ent, 
w here hundred millions here or 
there are not too visible. 
CIA’s paym ents —■ covering 
such subsidies as the controver­ 
sial ones for the National Stu­ 
dent 
Association 
and 
other 
youth groups — look just like 
any other checks issued by the 
United 
States 
treasury. 
No 
agency n am e is mentioned. 
In the youth group’s ease, the 
cheeks went to foundations as 
interm ediaries. The foundations 
paid the NSA and other organi­ 
zations. 
Among the thousands of fed- 
I eral grants, loans and contract 
paym ents Ordered to colleges, 
foundations and educational or- 
i ganizations by federal agencies. 


, those relayed to NSA by the CIA 
were unlikely to a ttra c t a tte n ­ 
tion even though m ade regular- j 
ly for m ore than a decade. 
And in governm ent or Con­ 
gress, paym ents m ark ed “ edu-j

Soviets Will 
Discuss Halt 
To Arms Race 


Both Antimissile, 
Offensive Arms 
Are Mentioned 


MOSCOW (AP) — Prav da, 
the 
Sov iet 
Commu nist 
party 
newspaper, indicated today the 
Kremlin is ready to hold talk s 
on halting the dev elopment of 
antimissile sy stems 
as well as 
offensiv e arms. 
The paper said Prem ier Alex ­ 
ei N. Kosy gin told a news con 
ference in London last Thu rsday 
that “the Sov iet gov ernment is 
ready to discu ss the q u estion on 
prev enting a fu rther arms race 
both in the field of offensiv e and 
the field of defensiv e weapons.” 
The official Sov iet tex t of the 
news conference had carried no 
su ch 
statem ent 
by 
Kosy giu . 
Tass, the official Sov iet news 
agency , said that Kosy gin gav e 
this reply when ask ed in London 
if he believ ed the antimissile 
defense sy stem planned by the 
Sov iets is a new step in the 
arm s race: 
“ I believ e that defensiv e sy s­ 
tems, 
which 
prev ent attack s, 
are not the cau se of the arms 
race, 
bu t constitu te a factor 
prev enting the death of people. 
“ Some argu e lik e this: ‘What 
is cheaper, to hav /* offensiv e 
weapons 
which 
can 
destroy 
towns and whole states or to 
hav e defensiv e weapons which 
can prev ent this destru ction?’ 
At present, the theory is cu r­ 
rent somewhere that the sy stem 
which is cheaper shou ld be de­ 
v eloped.” 
Kosy gin’s rem ark s were seen 
as a criticism of U.S. plans to 
dev elop 
stronger 
offensiv e 
weapons to cou nter improv ed 
Sov iet defenses against missile 
attack and a rebu ff to President 
Johnson’s ov ertu res for U.S.- 
Sov iet negotiations to prev ent a 
new arms race between the two 
m ajor nu clear powers. 
It appeared that Prav da’s re­ 
v ised v ersion, obv iou sly issu ed 
with official sanction, might be 
an attem pt to soften the impact 
of Kosy gin’s off-the-cu ff reply to 
a q u estion at the London news 
conference. 
U.S. 
Ambassador 
Llewelly n 
E. Thompson arriv ed in Moscow 
Jan. 11 with a personal message 
from 
President 
Johnson 
to 
Kosy gin which reportedly con­ 
tained a bid to av oid a costly 
race to dev elop antimissile sy s­ 
tems. In his State of the Union 
message the day before, John­ 
son noted that the Sov iet Union 
had begu n setting u p an anti­ 
missile defense sy stem ne a r 
Moscow and called for av oid­ 
ance of a spiraling arms race 
between the su perpowers. 
Some members of the U.S. 
Congress hav e long u rged that 
the United States press ahead 
with 
an 
antimissile 
sy stem 
which has been u nder dev elop­ 
ment for y ears. Bu t Defense 
Secretary Robert S. McNamara 
has ex pressed dou bt of the ef­ 
fectiv eness of su ch a defense in 
the face of heav y missile attack . 
Pentagon 
ex perts 
estimate 
that su ch a sy stem cou ld cost as 
mu ch as $40 billion and wou ld 
tak e two or three y ears to set 
u p. Opponents of the sy stem 
contend that the Sov iet Union

Soviets Will 
Discuss Halt 
To Arms Race 


Both Antimissile, 
Offensive Arms 
Are Mentioned 


MOSCOW (AP) — Pravda, 
the 
Soviet 
Communist 
party 
newspaper, indicated today the 
Kremlin is ready to hold talks 
on halting the development of 
antimissile systems as well as 
offensive arms. 
The paper said Premier Alex­ 
ei N. Kosygin told a news con­ 
ference in London last Thursday 
that “the Soviet government is 
ready to discuss the question on 
preventing a further arms race 
both in the field of offensive and 
the field of defensive weapons.” 
The official Soviet text of the 
news conference had carried no 
such 
statement 
by 
Kosygin. 
Tass, the official Soviet news 
agency, said that Kosygin gave 
this reply when asked in London 
if he believed the antimissile 
defense system planned by the 
Soviets is a new step in the 
arms race: 
“I believe that defensive sys­ 
tems, which prevent attacks, 
are not the cause of the arms 
race, but constitute a factor 
preventing the death of people. 
“Some argue like this: ‘What 
is cheaper, to havx* offensive 
weapons 
which 
can 
destroy 
towns and whole states or to 
have defensive weapons which 
can prevent this destruction?’ 
At present, the theory is cur­ 
rent somewhere that the system 
which is cheaper should be de­ 
veloped.” 
Kosygin’s remarks were seen 
as a criticism of U.S. plans to 
develop 
stronger 
offensive 
weapons to counter improved 
Soviet defenses against missile 
attack and a rebuff to President 
Johnson’s overtures for U.S.- 
Soviet negotiations to prevent a 
new arms race between the two 
major nuclear powers. 
It appeared that Pravda's re­ 
vised version, obviously issued 
with official sanction, might be 
an attempt to soften the impact 
of Kosygin’s off-the-cuff reply to 
a question at the London news 
conference. 
U.S. 
Ambassador 
Llewellyn 
E. Thompson arrived in Moscow 
Jan. ll with a personal message 
from 
President 
Johnson 
to 
Kosygin which reportedly con­ 
tained a bid to avoid a costly 
race to develop antimissile sys­ 
tems. In his State of the Union 
message the day before, John 
son noted that the Soviet Union 
had begun setting up an anti­ 
missile defense system n e a r 
Moscow and called for avoid 
ance of a spiraling arms race 
between the superpowers. 
Some members of the U.S. 
Congress have long urged that 
the United States press ahead 
with 
an 
antimissile 
system 
which has been under develop­ 
ment for years. But Defense 
Secretary Robert S. McNamara 
has expressed doubt of the ef­ 
fectiveness of such a defense in 
the face of heavy missile attack. 
Pentagon 
experts 
estimate 
that such a system could cost as 
much as $40 billion and would 
take two or three years to set 
up. Opponents of the system 
contend that the Soviet Union 
would then develop costly new 
missile 
systems 
which 
could 
penetrate the defenses, just as 
the 
United 
States 
probably 
would develop new weapons if 
the Soviets developed an effec­ 
tive antimissile system.

The raids, he told a news con­ 
ference, have raised the morale 
of the South Vietnamese and 
made it very troublesome for 
the Communists to move men 
and supplies south of the 17th 
Parallel. 
But McNamara said the con­ 
tinuing bombing, strafing and 
napalm attacks won’t cause the 
North Vietnamese political lead­ 
ers “to change their course” of 
what he called their aggressive 
action against the Saigon gov­ 
ernment. 
“The implication that I con­ 
sider the bombing program in­ 
effective is not correct.” McNa­ 
mara stated. The air operation 
is an “ important supplement” 
to ground operations in South 
Vietnam, he said, and should be 
measured against its limited 
objectives. 
Two goals — raising South 
Vietnam’s spirits and compli­ 
cating Hanoi’s infiltration pro­ 
gram 
-—have been achieved, 
McNamara said. 
Accomplishment of the third 
goal — convincing Hanoi that 
the price of trying to topple Sal 
gon is too high — “ while not 
fully documented to date can be 
judged in part by the great ef­ 
forts of the North Vietnamese to 
force us to stop the bombing.” 
Some observers feel the ad­ 
ministration long ago made a 
mistake by putting too much 
faith in the bombing. 
When U S. planes staged ma­ 
jor 
well-publicized strikes at 
the Hanoi Haiphong oil 
com­ 
plexes last June 29. McNamara 
went before a nationally tele­ 
vised news conference to de 
clare: “There is no question but 
that these attacks will make 
infiltration far more costly for 
North Vietnam.” 
Wednesday he told newsmen. 
“ I am not prepared to say to­ 
day” whether infiltration has 
declined 
In the first half of 1966. he 
said, North Vietnamese strength 
in South Vietnam rose by 20.000 
to a total of 45.000 to 50.000. This 
level has remained stable the 
last six to eight months, McNa­ 
mara said, because Hanoi now’ 
appears to be only replacing 
individual combat losses in the 
South, rather than infiltrating 
military units. 
As for raising the cost ot infil­ 
tration to Hanoi, 
McNamara 
said the North Vietnamese have 
had to divert about 300.000 peo­ 
ple from other activities to re­ 
pair blasted bridges, roads aud 
supply points.

CHICAGO (AP) — The men- 1 
acing problem of air pollution is 
attracting the major attention of 
legislators in 
many states, a 
study showed Wednesday.

These measures touch on air 
pollution controls, waste dispos­ 
al and incinerator controls, tax 
exemptions for control devices, 
noise abatement and motor ve­ 
hicle emission devices and pol­ 
lution control commissions. 
Commerce Clearing House, a 
private reporting agency which 
made the study, said that tax 
exemptions, license credits and 
other incentives designed to eli­ 
minate air pollution have been 
proposed in New York, Wash­ 
ington.

Also being considered are pro­

Two of my children hav e some 
kind of food allerg y . We hav e 
tried in our own way to track 
down the cause of their trouble 
without success. Ev ery time we 
feel we hav e a lead, we elim i­ 
nate that food only to find that 
we are up a blind alley . How 
can we learn which foods to eli­ 
minate? 
Mrs. B.T.E., Kansas 
Dear Mrs. E.: Try ing to find 
the offending foods can driv e 
the family to distraction. It 
is 
rare that in a hit-and-miss fash­ 
ion a particular food can be pin­ 
pointed. 
If the allerg y is sev ere like 
asthma the specialist in allerg y 
can attempt to find the particu­ 
lar food by skin testing the pa­ 
tient. Ev en this method may not 
alway s be successful because a 
person mig ht be sensitiv e to a 
combination of foods. 
The most common 
allerg ens 
(foods that cause allerg y ) are 
wheat, eg g s, tomatoes, choco­ 
la te, oatmeal, milk and citrus 
fruits. Keeping a careful “ food 
diary ” is sometime successful 
in finding the culprit. 
There are a series of elimina­ 
tion diets which, when followed 
carefully , may rev eal the food 
responsible for 
allerg y . These 
diets are so well planned that 
suspected foods 
are remov ed 
from a starting diet. 
To each is added a new food 
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carefully observ ing the patient 
for 
any 
allerg y 
sy mptoms. 
These diets can be used to es­ 
tablish any sensitiv ity to beef, 
pork, fowl, ry e and corn — if 
they are followed without v aria­ 
tion and with superv ision. 
It takes a g reat deal of ef­ 
fort and cooperation 
between 
y ou and y our doctor, 
but 
in 
many instances y ou may track 
down the troublemaker. 


I hav e been g aining a g reat 
deal of weig ht in the past two 
y ears. I do not seem to be eat­ 
ing more than usual. Can 
a 
g landular disturbance c a u s e 
this g ain of weig ht and a tired 
feeling that keeps me from any 
activ ity ?

g land is usually the ea sy way i 
for a man to “ cop a plea ” when 
he is eating too much, drinking 
too much and doing too little I 
ex ercise.

I don’t mean to accuse y ou of 
immoderate eating , but check ! 
it

before seeking

trol their weig ht g ain. I rpom- 
isj to do the same my self. 
There is a g land, the thy roid, 
g land, which, when deficient, 
can cause slug g ishness, fatig ue, 
dry ness of the skin and marked 
g ain in weig ht. 
The cause of an inactiv e thy ­ 
roid, or hy pothy roid, may be a 
lack in the amount of iodine in

sonable terms. The spurt of 
hig h - pressure peace mong er- 
ing by those who made the war 
in the first place is ev idence of 
desperation.

An Indian Air Force plane shot down 
what was purported to be a Pakistani 
plane Hie other day. For a time a crisis 
was feared. 
This raises the question of whether 
the world really has time right now 
for another crisis. The answer is no. 
Keeping an eye on Vietnam alone is a 
full-time job. 
Then there i.s the need to peep through 
the China Wall to get at least a glimpse 
of the crisis there. Nicaragua is hav­ 
ing a crisis. As are the perpetually 
crisis-ridden countries of the Near 
East. Not to mention Europe with its 
troubles over Britain and the Common 
Market, the two Germanys and endless 
other spats and machinations. Not to 
mention De Gaulle. 
And the U. S. budget. 
The trouble is that crises are still be­ 
ing conducted in the manner of a cen- 
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fury ago. Then, it was all right for a 
crisis to pop up on one side of the globe 
simultaneously with virulent trouble 
at a spot on the opposite side. Commu­ 
nications were such that only those 
close to the troubles had to watch, 
worry and deal with them as they hap­ 
pened. 
Now, with instant news, every time 
a crisis erupts in the tiniest village in 
the most remote spot in the world, it 
is immediately reported. Ifs more 
than the ordinary reader can do to give 
attention to one crisis while another is 
clamoring for attention. 
Obviously, what the world needs is 
a Crisis Schedule. Only one crisis at a 
time, to which a person can devote full 
attention. This would have the happy 
effect of limiting the length of any cri­ 
sis, for one country could not be allowed 
to keep on and on, while others waited 
impatiently in the wings.

Two of my children have some 
kind of food allergy. We have 
tried in our own way to track 
down the cause of their trouble 
without success. Everytime we 
feel we have a lead, we elimi­ 
nate that food only to find that 
we are up a blind alley. How 
can we learn which foods to eli­ 
minate? 
Mrs. B.T.E., Kansas 
Dear Mrs. E.: Trying to find 
the offending foods can drive 
the family to distraction. It is 
rare that in a hit-and-miss fash­ 
ion a particular food can be pin­ 
pointed. 
If the allergy is severe like 
asthma the specialist in allergy 
can attempt to find the particu­ 
lar food by skin testing the pa­ 
tient. Even this method may not 
always be successful because a 
person might be sensitive to a 
combination of foods 
The most common 
allergens 
(foods that cause allergy) are I 
wheat, eggs, tomatoes, choco- j 
late, oatmeal, milk and citrus 
fruits. Keeping a careful “food 
diary” is sometime successful 
in finding the culprit. 
There are a series of elimina­ 
tion diets which, when followed 
carefully, may reveal the food 
responsible for 
allergy. These 
diets are so well planned that 
suspected foods are removed 
from a starting diet. 
To each is added a new food 


carefully observing the patient 
for 
any allergy 
symptoms. 
These diets can be used to es- ( 
tablish any sensitivity to beef,! 
pork, fowl, rye and corn — if 
they are followed without varia­ 
tion and with supervision. 
It takes a great deal of ef­ 
fort and cooperation 
between 
you and your doctor, but 
in 
many instances you may track 
dow n the troublemaker. 
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I have been gaining a great 
deal of weight in the past two 
years. I do not seem to be eat­ 
ing more than usual. Can 
a 
glandular disturbance c a u s e 
this gain of weight and a tired 
feeling thai keeps me from any 
activity?

Dear 
Mr. 
T.: 
A sluggish 
gland is usually the easy way 
for a man to “cop a plea” when 
he is eating too much, drinking 
too much and doing too little 
exercise. 
Peanuts, 
beer 
and 
football games on television is a 
combination that is unbeatable 
to gain weight. 
I don't mean to accuse you of 
immoderate eating, but check 
it anyway before seeking a 
more complicated 
explanation 
for your obesity. I 
hope that 
other readers will carefully con­ 
trol their weight gain. I rpom- 
ise to do the same myself. 
There is a gland, the thyroid, 
gland, which, when deficient, 
can cause sluggishness, fatigue, 
dryness of the skin and marked 
gain in weight. 
The cause of an inactive thy­ 
roid, or hypothyroid, may be a 
lack in the amount of iodine in 
the drinking water. A special 
kind of enlargement of the thy­ 
roid gland, a colloid goiter, is 
freqently found near inland wa­ 
ters with iodine deficiency. 
The activity 
of the thyroid 
gland can be studied by a num­ 
ber of reliable thyroid tests. The 
basal metabolic rate, the radio- 
iodine uptake and the protein 
bound iodine immediately can 
show if there is Lily deficiency 
and if this can be responsible 
for you gain in weight. 
Before I started 
to diet 
I 
tried awfully hard to account 
for mv gain of weight by every 
devious means until I was told, 
“Coleman, you just 
eat 
too 
much.”

LAI 
KHE, 
South 
Vietnam 
(AP)—There 
are 
two 
main 
schools of thought on how to win 
the war in Vietnam. 
One is that you have to win 
the hearts and minds of the peo­ 
ple with good works and fine 
example, 
the 
dove-like 
ap- i 
proach. This is difficult in Viet­ 
nam, where the enemy is highly 
motivated, inherently cunning 
and deeply entrenched. 
The other way to win is to 
blast the enemy into surrender 
or into eternity with the biggest 
barrage of explosives possible, I 
the hawk-like approach. 
Of the two, Maj. Gen. William 
E. DePuy prefers the second. 
He is the fighter who guided the 
U.S. 1st Infantry Division, the 
“ Big Red One,” with dynamic 
drive for a long year, 
“Just unload the biggest, the 
loudest poundage of bombs and 
artillery on a given area,” Do- 
Puy would say. “Then watch 
them (the Viet Cong) run out 
into your arm s.” 
The two-star general, from 
Jamestown, N.D., completed his 
Vietnam tour of duty last week­ 
end but left his mark on the 
countryside. 
The landscape north of Saigon 
is slashed and scarred where 
Army bulldozers carved away 
mile after mile of Viet Cong for­ 


est hideouts and base camps. 
Thousands of bomb and artil­ 
lery shell craters pit paddy- 
fields and jungles as though 
smallpox had raged across the 
face of the earth. 
The 
single-mindedness 
with 
which 
DePuy 
pursued 
his 
scorched earth solution might 
have made him something of a 
legend in other wars, where vic­ 
tory and defeat were more easi­ 
ly discernible. 
DePuy’s dash on the battle­ 
field and his hair-raising flight 
into fire fights by 
helicopter 
gave him the image of some­ 
thing like a latter day Gen. 
George S. Patton of World War 
II fame. 
But Vietnam is not World War 
II. Generals come and go. 
DePuy drew criticism in U.S. 
civilian agencies in Vietnam. 
They considered he had a light 
regard for the concepts of pacif­ 
ication. High civilian officials 
professed to be appalled at his 
demands for more and more 
artillery 
and 
faster 
fighter- 
bomber response. 
They characterized tile slim, 
47-year-old general, a veteran of 
the Normandy invasion, as a 
man seeking a purely military 
end to what they viewed as an 
essentially political struggle. 


DePuy shrugged off tile civil­ 
ian complaints. 
DePuy wasn’t always identi­ 
fied for his reliance on heavy 
firepower. For nearly two years 
he was Gen. William C. West­ 
moreland’s operations chief at 
U.S. military headquarters in 
Saigon. He arrived at a time 
when counterinsurgency, 
with 
its dependence more on small 
troop actions than big guns, was 
in vogue. 
DePuy says he became con­ 
vinced of his military theories 
Aug. 25, 1966, when his troops 
engaged the Viet Cong’s en­ 
trenched Phu Loi Battalion. The 
Americans tried to overrun the 
enemy positions. Solid concrete 
held them up. 
DePuy’s orders from then on 
were for his troops to pull back 
when they made contact with 
the enemy and let air and artil­ 
lery do the rest. 
He 
perfected 
a 
cloverleaf 
technique of patrolling. A unit 
moves forward as a whole, then 
establishes a base and searches 
out the enemy to the right and 
left 
before 
moving 
forward 
again. This considerably limits 
tile chances of significant am ­ 
bush. 
DePuy was not happy to leave 
Vietnam.
